Council Approve 
Purchase Sewerage 
System Plans 

Coleman town council, at its meeting this 
week met with Tom Miyanaga of Underwood, 
McLellan and Associates and, after a lengthy 
discussion, made a motion that the town offer 
the engineering firm the sum of $500 for a re¬ 
vised set of plans of the town's sewerage sys¬ 
tem. 

Underwood, McLelland and As¬ 
sociates, who engineered the proj¬ 
ect for the town, had suggested 
the town pay an estimated $750 
for a revised set of plans which 
the town felt should have been 
included in the engineering fee 
of $32,000 that the firm charged 
Coleman for the job. The revised 
plans are needed by the town for 
future work, repairs, extensions 
and other work that will be neces¬ 
sitated as time goes by. 

Ernest Fantin of Riainmore, who 
operates an ambulance service in 
the Pass in conjunction with Fan- 
tin’s Chapels Limited, was pres¬ 
ent and informed council that he 
wished to drop the ambulance busi¬ 
ness as of June 1, 1967. 

Mr. Fantin informed council 
that the ambulance service was 
being subsidized by the funeral 
home. He informed the council he 
was going to inform the Blair- 
more council of his intention and 
felt that this way the towns could 
possibly get together to provide a 
much-needed ambulance service 
for the area. Coleman council will 
meet Blairmore council to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

Chartered accountant Alex Wells 
of Blairmore, was appointed as 
auditor for the town of Coleman. 

Council approved a two bay soft 
spray car wash business coming 
into Coleman. Council will pre¬ 
pare for land to be sold to the 
new business that intend to build 
east of the present drive-in ham¬ 
burger stand at the east end of

town on highway 3. 

The town secretary was appoint¬ 
ed to arrange for suitable trans¬ 
portation (either by horseback or 
horse-drawn democrat) for mem¬ 
bers of council to meet the “Pony 
Express Riders” as they arrive in 
town on April 10. 

A by-law providing discounts 
for tax payments had its first and 
second readings and will be now 
brought up for finalization at the 
next meeting. 

A by-law is to be prepared to 
provide authority for towing away 
parked cars during winter snow 
removal and for other purposes as 
well. 

A letter was received from the 
Fire Commissioners office compli¬ 
menting the Coleman Volunteer 
Fire Brigade for the excellent work 
the unit does year round and for 
the efforts put forth during Fire 
Prevention Week. A certificate of 
merit was enclosed with the let¬ 
ter. 

Council will look into the possi¬ 
bility of getting a written contract 
from the Attoreny-General’s De¬ 
partment outlining the duties of the 
RCMPolice who are now policing 
Coleman at no cost to the town. 

Council approved the town crew 
removing a number of dead pop¬ 
lar trees in the vicinity of the 
town’s park. 

A letter from the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Institute for the Blind re¬ 
questing a grant, was tabled as 
the Institute canvass the town 
for funds during the year. 


K. A. Atkinson, Construction and Equip¬ 
ment Officer, Hospitals Division, Department 
of Public Health, indicated March 22nd that 
the replacement of Crows Nest Pass Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital could not be considered until 
the early 1970's. 


However, he added that the de¬ 
partment was prepared to spend 
considerable amounts to tempor¬ 
arily upgrade the present hospi¬ 
tal accommodation and facilities. 

This information was disclosed 
following a meeting Wednesday 
between Mr. Atkinson, H. A. Hen¬ 
derson, Program and Develop¬ 
ment Architect, Department of 
Public Works; V. Bathry, Chief Ar¬ 
chitect, Department of Public 
Works, and V. J. Horejsi, Senior 
Inspector, Hospitals Division De¬ 
partment of Public Health and the 
board members, administrator and 


medical staff of the Crows Nest 
Pass Municipal Hospital. 

The meeting was called to dis¬ 
cuss the feasibility of remodelling 
and renovating the present 80-bed 
hospital or replacing it with a 50- 
bed unit. 

The board of the hospital had 
recently called for tenders for a 
renovation project, but figures 
tendered by contractors were near 
the staggering quarter million dol¬ 
lar mark. It was then decided to 
look into the possibility of having 
a new hospital built to serve the 
Crows Nest Pass area.

The 
last two bodies were found at 6 a.m. on Tuesday after 
all night rescue operations.
